MORE  and  these  plants  are  available  at  prices  no  higher  than  the  old 
strains. 


DORSETT 

Most  profitable  early  berry  we  have  evej.  grown.  Under  favorable  con¬ 
ditions  excels  Premier  in  productiveness,  size,  beauty  and  profit,  but  not 
as  widely  adapted.  Very  fine. 

SENATOR  DUNLAP  (Dr.  Burrell) 

An  old  standard  variety  that  has  been  widely  grown  in  the  middle  and 
northern  states  for  many  years.  It  has  partly  been  replaced  by  Premier 
because  Premier  berries  are  larger,  better  qualify  and  more  handsome  in 
appearance.  Dunlap  is  still '  grown  by  many  of  its  old  friends  and  we 
have  a  nice  stock  of  plants  for  those  who  know  and  want  it.  Berries 
are  medium  in  size,  bright  rich  red  clear  through,  and  fair  to  good  in 
quality.

MISSIONARY 

Leading  berry  in  Florida  and  popular  in  other  Southern  States.  Mission¬ 
ary  will  do  well  on  almost  all  soils,  but  will  do  better  than  most  on  the 
lighter  soil  types.  The  berries  are  medium  in  size,  dark  red  in  color, 
rather  tart  in  quality  and  attractive  in  appearance.  It  is  a  very  good' 
shipper  and  also  a  favorite  with  the  “cold  pack’'  or  “juice”  men.  We 
believe  that  Blakemore  will  prove  better  than  Missionary  'in  all  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  territory  except  Florida,  where  Blakemore  in  many  cases  is  not 
living  up  to  early  indications  of  superiority  over  Missionary.

MIPSEASON  CATSKILL 

Has  never  missed  a  crop.  Heaviest  yield,  largest  average  size  of  any  va¬ 
riety,  early  or  late.  Good  quality,  good  shipper,  fine  appearance.  Sells 
with  Dorsett,  Fairfax,  Chesapeake.  Widely  adapted  from  far  north,  south 
to  latitude  of  North  Carolina.  Catskill  is  the  best  midseason  variety. 


EVERBEARING  MASTODON 

Most  popular  and  widely  grown  Everbearer.  A  strong  grower.  Berries 
large,  good  quality,  good  shippers,  excellent  for  home  use  and  most  gen¬ 
erally  used  when  planting  for  profit. 

GEM 

A  newer  variety.  With  us  for  better  than  Mastodon.  More  productive, 
more  profitable,  berries  prettier,  better  shippers,  equal  in  quality.  Try 
Gem.  It  is  the  most  dependable  everbearer. 

AROMA  LATE 

One  of  the  best  late  shipping  berries.  Grown  in  large  acreages  in  Mis¬ 
souri,  Kentucky  and  Tennessee.  A  vigorous  grower,  making  lots  of  small 
plants  rather  than  smaller  numbers  of  strong  plants.  Spacing  and  fall 
fertilization  would  probably  increase  yields  of  Aroma.  Berries  are  lignt 
ill  color,  with  a  bright  green  cap  and  very  attractive  in  the  package. 
They  will  ship  long  distances  and  go  to  market  in  practically  perfect 
condition.  We  have  a  nice  stock  of  Aroma  plants.  Price  list,  page  4. 

GANDY  LATE 

A  fancy  late  shipping  berry,  large,  solid,  handsome,  moderately  product¬ 
ive.  Needs  liberal  fertilization.  Berries  often  sell  with  Chesapeake. 
Makes  plants  freely  but  needs  springy  land  for  big  crops.  Gandy  is  an 
old  favorite  which  many  growers  refuse  to  give  up.  Where  it  does  well 
it  is  a  real  profit  maker.  We  recommend  limiting  of  IGandy  plants  in  the 
row  to  four  to  six  plants  per  square  foot  and  fertilizing  in  late  sum¬ 
mer.  Gandy  needs  moist  conditions  for  best  results  anywhere  and  with 
this  treatment  on  moist  soil  or  under  irrigation  Gandy  would  probably 
surprise  even  those  who  know  it  is  a  fine  berry.  Our  Gandy  plants  seem 
unusually  vigorous  this  year.  Price  list,  page  4. 

BELLMAR 

Like  Blakemore,  is  a  seedling  of  Premier  and  Missionary.  It  ripens  about 
the  same  time  as  those  varities.  Under  favorable  conditions  it  makes  a 
rank,  healthy  growth  of  foliage  and  a  very  large  crop  of  berries.  The 
berries  are  long  conical  in  shape  with  a  large,  dark  green  cap,  some¬ 
what  firmer  than  Premier  but  darker  in  color.  They  usually  sell  about 
w^ith  Premier.  Under  unfavorazle  conditions,  especially  when  too  dry, 
Bellmar  foliage  does  not  stand  up  as  well  as  either  Premier  or  Blake¬ 
more.  When  the  foliage  fails,  the  berries,  of  course,  run  down  quickly. 
Small  berries  of  Bellmar  are  somewhat  unattractive  because  the  caps  are 
so  large. 

Very  fine  crops  of  Bellmar  have  been  grown,  especially  in  Connecticut, 
New  York,  and  some  parts  of  the  Middle  West. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


LOCATION 

I  am  located  3  1-2  miles  North  West  of  Jonesboro,  Illinois  in  southern 
Illinois,  about  thirty-six  miles  north  of  Cairo,  and  about  100  miles  south 
of  St.  Louis.  This  location  in  in  about  the  same  latitude  as  Richmond 
and  San  Francisco. 


SHIPPING  SEASON 

My  regular  shipping  season  commences  October  1st.  However,  I  am 
sometimes  able  to  send  out  some  plants  in  September.  This,  however, 
depends  upon  the  season  and  weather.  I  continue  digging  and  shipping 
during  the  entire  fall,  winter  and  spring  until  May  1st  or  later.  I  am 
sometimes  delayed  a  short  time  by  freezing  weather  during  the  months 
of  January  and  February,  but  usually  able  to  ship  any  time  during  these 
months. 


PLANTS  BY  MAIL 

I  make  a  specialty  of  sending  plants  in  small  quantities  by  mail.  Those 
wishing  to  obtain  a  few  of  one  or  more  sorts  can  order  in  this  manner. 
See  my  price  list  for  postpaid  rates. 

EXPRESS  RATES 

The  classification  on  strawberry  plants  is  such  as  to  enable  me  to  se¬ 
cure  very  low  rates  to  all  points,  and  as  I  pack  very  light  in  baskets 
or  crates,  the  express  charges  are  less  than  might  be  supposed.  Seven 
baskets  are  usually  billed  out  for  100  pounds.  Crates  vary  in  weight  ac¬ 
cording  to  size. 


FREIGHT  SHIPMENTS 

When  cold  weather  sets  in  in  November,  I  can  ship  all  over  the  country 
safely  by  freight.  The  colder  the  weather  the  better  they  will  carry.  1 
would  advise  those  who  want  plants  for  eary  Spring  to  get  them  in 
November  or  December  shipped  by  freight  and  heel  them  in  until  Spring 
when  they  are  read^j^  as  early  as  you  wish  to  plant  them. 

TERMS  OF  PAYMENT 

Cash  with  order  unless  otherwise  especially  agreed.  Plants  will  be  sent 
C.  O.  D.  when  one-third  of  the  amount  accompanies  the  order. 

REMITTANCE 

May  be  made  by  New  York,  Chicago  or  St.  Louis  draft,  Postoffice  or 
Express  order  or  Registered  Letter. 


ORDER  EARLY 

Do  not  delay  sending  your  order  until  you  are  ready  to  plant,  but  or^ 
dev  plants  as  soon  as  you  know  you  will  want  them. 

GUARANTEE  OF  GENUINENESS 

I  exercise  tlie  greatest  care  to  keep  my  plants  pure  and  true  to  name 
and  hold  myself  in  readiness  to  rplace,  on  proof,  all  stock  that  may  prove 
otherwise.  But  it  is  mutually  agreed  between  the  purchaser  and  myself 
that  I  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  amount  greater  than  the  original 
price  of  the  goods. 


INSPECTION 

A  certificate  of  inspection  from  the  State  Entomologist  will  be  attached 
to  each  package  of  plants.

CARE  OF  PLANTS 

Set  plants  on  arrival  if  possible,  Ifplants  have  become  quite  dry  in 
transit  it  will  help  if  roots  cf  the  plants  can  be  dipped  in  water  and 
allowed  to  “plump  up’'  for  some  time  before  setting,  perhaps  over  night. 

When  this  is  done,  however,  they  should  be  set  fairly  soon  after  being 
taken  from  the  water.  At  any  rate  have  them  thoroughly  moistened 
wdien  planting.  If  anything  prevents  immediate  planting  and  the  weath¬ 
er  is  cool,  the  top  of  the  crate  should  be  taken  off  and  the  plants 
loosened  in  the  crate,  still  keeping  the  roots  covered  with  dhe  packing 
material.  Placed  where  it  is  cool,  plants  will  keep  like  this  for  two  or 
three  days.  If  weather  is  too  warm  to  keep  plants,  they  should  be  “heel¬ 
ed  in"  in  some  shaded  or  protected  place.  Dig  a  V-shaped  trench,  open 
the  bundles,  spread  them  out  in  thin  layers  with  buds  just  even  with 
the  surface  of  the  ground  and  firm  the  soil  back  against  the  roots  of 
the  plants.  Wet  the  soil  and  plants  thoroughly  w^hen  heeling  is  done.
